George E. Henry and I went on duty 
at the same post last Monday abou 


11:30. At noon the French wer* so] 
happy they all wanted to shake hands' 
with both of us at once. It was al- 
most necessary for us to use our rifles 
to keep from being mobbed. Last 
Wednesday night was armistice night 
all over France. We stood with our 
arms all ready to fire and a man stood 
with watch in hand and at exactly 
11 o'clock he dropped his hand and 
the battery sent one more parting hall 
of high explosive shells at the retreat- 
ing Huns. 


"You can play a harder game if 
you know everybody Is with you. 
From the reports that we received 
about the fourth liberty loan we know 
all of the people back home are be- 
hind us pushing with all their might, 
knowing that It takes more than bul- 
lets to stop us, It sure makes a fel- 
low feel good to know that if every- 
one In the States cannot come across 
and fight in France they at least dig 
down In their pockets and give.

a trip together someivheie. I could 
so to Scotland and visit our relative^ 
if I knew their address and had an 
invitation from them The army leave 
regulations permit that. I could also 
So to Italy, I am told, If I only had 
some friends there good enough to 
extend an invitation. Best of all I 
would like to spend seven days In 
Paris, and if the opportunity pre- 
sents Itself, as some say it will in 


I wil certainly try for 
a leave trip there. 
"I am enclosing a Stars and Stripes 


or rather will send one In a day or 
two that may be of some news In- 
terest to you folks. I don't

whether you ever see the Stars and 
Stripes, outside of those I send, or 
not. I have a stack of eight or ten 
copies, but want to send a couple 
of them to the bunch at the office. 


"Our weather still continues wet 


and nasty, althought we had two 
flays of beautiful weather this week, 
with lots of sunshine and at night 
brilliant stars.

1 vfn if Germany does not quit in the 
ne\t few weeks, we are hoping that 
most of her soldiers will have been 
dilven out of France by Christmas 
time. In the meantime the Americans 
still come in greater numbers than 
ever, the supplies never stop piling 
up ana the construction work under- 
way never halts. One would think, 
to see the way the Americans are 
clnlntr things over here that they were 
planning for a war of five or ten 
v oars. The Americans you know now 
hold a very large 
portion of 
the 


front, and also the very hottest sec- 
tion of the front from a battle stand- 
point The American positions are the 
very keys to the German line. Should 
our troops break through up In the 
Argonne, then the Dutch would have 
an awful time getting their armies 
home before they could be cut off 
from the south. Right now they are 
getting a tight squeeze, and that Is 


the reasom why they are retreating: 
sc rapidly 
over 
In 
Belgium and 


northern France, and resisting so 
fiercely against the Americano.

"I suppose by now you will have 


received that Christmas certificate I 
sent. I hope so for It has to be on 
a box coming my way before Nov. 
20. The Christmas box now has the 
common and popular name of "nine 
by four by three." Sonrs and poems 
have been written about It over here, 
and there have been a thousand sug- 
gestions as to just what can be pack- 
ed in such a receptable.

$100 or $1,000 bills. Over at home the 
bills are all the same size, no matter 
what the denomination, but here you 
find that the larger the denomination 
the larger the bill. I suppose a 10,000 
franc note over here would cover an 
acre.

"Speaking !^ Christmas also re- 


minds me of Thanksgiving and 
we 


of course are planning an extra feed. 
I was informed this afternoon that 
the government Is going: to provide 
turkey and other 
"extras" for the 


men, but if not, we are planning n 
pork roast In this particular outfit. 
We figure on buying a "whole hawg" 
and roasting him some way. There 
Is lota of pork In France, although 
It is very 
high priced. 
Over here 


there Is a regulation that a hog: has 
to weigh 200 pounds at least before 


he can 
he 
slaughtered, 
but that 


wouldn't disturb us much, lor we 
have over a hundred men to 
feed. 


There Is a similar regulation In re- 
gard to beef and there IB no baby 
beef killed. One occasionally is able 
to get veal In a restaurant however. 
By baby beef 1 mean young beeves 
who have passed the veal stage but 
which are not yet adult animals. 


"In just eight more days now 1 


will have been In the army for a 
year. I enlisted on Nov. 8, you will 
remember. It has been quite a large 
year for me, I think you will agree, 
and the time has simply flown. It 
doesn't seem poelble that I have been 
away from Portland for that long a 
time, althought I know that I have 
learned to get along In the army, I 
mean take care of myself as well as 
possible, and that cannot be acquired 
in any week or 10 days. The army life 
Isn't attractive to me at all, but 
there are many things worse, and I 
do know that I have one of the best

ON MAIL STEAMER. 


"We boarded the Royal Mail steam- 


er, 'Orduna' Dec 17. 1917. at 2:30 
p. m. and sailed the 18th. That was 
the day of days with me up to that 
date. 
We told the statue of Liberty 


good-bye as we passed, although we 
were not allowed on deck we looked 
through every crack or peep hole. We 
went straight to Halifax, Canada, 
and laid in 
the harbor 
there 
for 


twenty-four hours. 
That was ten 
days after the big explosion. There 
was a heavy snow on the ground 
there and it was awfully cold. 
W« 


didn't get off the boat, but could see 
the effect of the explosion as nearly 
everything lay where It fell 
It was 


sure a wonderful sight. We left there 
the twenty-second for our long jour- 
ney. 
Everything went fine and the 


v.ater was as calm as a lamb, until 
the day before Christmas, when wo 
Mt a storm. 
The old ship rolled and 


dived and plunged all at the same 
time. 
It was Impossible to stay on 


deck for the waves were going clear 
o%er. 
There were only 1,200 passen- 
gers on that boat and we had Eng- 
hsh waiters, etc. We had turkey for 
dinner that was pretty fair, but most 
of the boys gave theirs to the fish 
shortly after dinner. We were about 
mid-ocean that day. 


"We were headed straight for Liv- 
erpool, three days out we entered the 
danger zone. 
Then we had to wear 
our life preservers at all times even 
to bed. 
We had life boat drill every 


morning. 
We were supposed to land 
at Liverpool on New Year's eve, but 
no it ^as the night before New Tears 
that we were to land. 
Anyway we 


were attacked by two lubs two hours 
out of Liverpool and received word 
by wireless to turn back as It was 
impossible to enter the harbor. Then 
we turned and went up the Clyde 
weVfrf0 <*?**«• Scotland where 
we landed at 4 p. m.

COACHES DIVIDED. 


"The coaches are divided into com- 
partments, each hodling eight people. 
Some compartments are marked first 
class, some second class and some 


third class 
As we were only •om- 


mon soldiers 
we took 
third class 
coaches. 
We rode that 
train 
all 


night. 
Talk about speed, that train 


sure made it. 
At times we were 


going alxty-flve miles per hour. 
We 
passed through several large and 
small towns 
The people all seemed 


more than glad to see u> and at some 
places the girls would meet the train 
and Insist on kissing the Yanks. Of 
course I was strong- for that and 
didn't refuse any of those offers 
"The next morning January 1, 1918, 


at 6:15 we got off the train at Win- 
chester, England, and marched two 
and a half miles to Morn Hill camp. 
There was a light snow and the hard 
roads were slick; we had breakfast 
at 10:30. Our first breakfast In Eng- 
land. 
I won't describe It here. 
We 
stayed there 
eight days and the 
squadron was divided Into four sec- 
tions and sent to different parts of 
England for training. 
I was In Sec- 
tion No. 1 and went to Stamford. We 
passed through one large city (Lei- 
cester) where we changed trains and 
had to walk from one station to the 
other, about two miles 
We had to 
carry our barrack bags and every- 
thing we owned. 
It was just noon 


time and the streets were full of 
people 
We were the first Ameri- 


can troops they had seen there and 
we were showed a hearty 
welcome. 


We arrived at Stanford about 2 p. m. 
Jan. 8 and marched out to the edge 
of town and took up quarter! In an 
old church. 
That night it snowed 
and was awfully cold. We slept on 
the floor and had one little stove in 
"The next day we got straw for 


our bed sacks and about two weeks 
later we moved Into town In a fair 
billet. This was one block from the 
square on the main street. Of course 
1hen we jrm all puffed up but soon 
got over that

WENT TO WADDINGTON 


"We were at that place for oix 


months and then went to Wadding- 
ton, about four mile* out of Lincoln. 
There we got about seven weeks' 
training on heavy bombing planes. 
Then on August 7, we Uft there tor 
Winchester asaln. There we grot all 
our equipment and left the eleventh 
for France. We disembarked at South 
Hampton at night ana were attacked 
by «ubs for the lecond time. We 
arrived at Hurve, France, the next 
morning and hiked five miles to a 
British rest camp. We got our din- 
ner and cupper there and eat a good 
bath and left at midnight for St. 
Maxine. We were three days on the 
road on Iron rations. We were there 
five days and went to Romorantlne, 
a large assembling plant for Liber- 
ty planes. That trip only lasted about 
thirty-six hours. After getting 
off 


the train there we hiked about four 
miles to our quarters. There was a 
small river there and we spent most 
of our stoy there swimming. 
We 


were there only three day*. 


"We left there August 2t on our 
way to the front. The next after- 
noon we stopped at a station and 
walked about five miles. When we 
got to our destination It was dark. 
"There was a small town or vil- 


lage called Delouze 
We went 
on 


through H and turned off the^r«ad 
and followed a wagon track up 
through a heavy wood and up a hill 
that would make Pikes Peak look 
like an ant hill. , 
"On top of the hill was an open 


field and a 
fine 
landing 
ground 


Then we met guides with lanterns 
or flash lights who showed us to our 
barrackSr which were hid In the wood 
and only narrow paths leading to 
them. Small trees were cut and laid 
over the roofs so they couldn't be 


seen from the air. In a uoupl* ot 
days-we got our planes, then we were 
happy. We got busy and got them all 
ready for business. This was too far 
from the lines to do any raiding so 
left there Sept. 7th and went to 
Nancy on trucks. The pilots flew the 
planes over. This was a French alro- 
drome and a good one, too. We had 
good barracks and hangars to keep 
our planes In, but they let In the 
edge of the woods Here we started 
our operations. We are a Daylight 
Bomblns 
squadron 
with 
Liberty 


planes. 
"When the boy* went over the top 


at St. Mihlel we went with them 
Our first raid was Sept. 18. Friday 
We worked day and night there for 
eighteen day with exception of a few 
days of rain which was a highly ap- 
preciated by us and our pilots. It 
wa* In that battle we were cited toi 
our good work. Then we moedv to 
our present location to take part In 
the Argonne Forest battle W« we,re 
cited again here and I guess we will 
get a decoration from the French. 
We also did lots of 
bombing 
st 


Grandpre and when 
the 
armistice 


was'signed we were bombing h 
out of the territory around Sedan. 


"So, you see, Dad, we have been 


doing som« pretty good work since 
we enterejj the field. I can't tell you 
what our gains and losses were but 
I will tell you that In peson before 
long. We can say we played a bis 
part and was partly the cause of the 
early surrender I wish I could send 
you some souvenirs, but as I can't 1 
will wish 
you all 
a very merry 


Christmas and a Happy New Year. 


"I almost forgot to tell you I am

Mr. Harris, In a letter to his uncle, 


TV. H. Harris, 864 South Broadway, 
gives a concise history of the actlvl- 
<lves of the organization which has 
lp it so many from Decatur and cen- 
tral Illinois. 


He wrote the letter on "Father's 


Day," Nov. 24, and says: 


"We went through Paris when we 


e»me from the English sector as we 
were upon the Albert and Amiens 
front before the drive started. 


"We landed at Brest and were en- 


trained for a four days' ride to a 
little French town where we stayed 
tor a couple of weeks. Then wa made 
a hike of thirty-five miles to a place 
••lied Grandcourt where we drilled 
for about a month. 
THREE MONTHS WITH BRITISH 
"W« then went up to the front; 
that is we wot about elsjht miles be- 
llad the lints and we itayed there 
•bout three months. 
"We would to In the lines ten days 
Md out ten day*- We were training 
with the British and believe me, It 
Was a rood thing that we did for it 
Cave the boys an Idea of what It was 
like. 
There wasn't any flghtlnsr, only a 
few air raiding parties. All we had 
te> do was to hold oar positions for 
the Tommle Machine gunners never 
went over the top. We never lost 
«iy men on ' that 
front although 
Trtti bombed us quit* often. And 
those bombs I surely did hate because 
I could not hear them coming and 
had BO time to think until It was 
too late.

THE BIG DRIVE. 


"You should have seen the Bky that 


morning. It 
was a solid mass of 


flame at 1 o'clock when they started 
the barrage. Then old Frits started 
to shell the woods back of the lines 
where we were bringing up the am- 
munition. The first hop over was * 
cinch. That wag the first time ma- 
chine gunners Bad ever hopped over 
with the Infantry and believe me, 
Uncle, it was hell if there Is such a 
place. 
"We could 
see dead men 
every 


place, not all of them were our men, 
they were Germans. Those Germans 
are fighting fools. They stay with 
a machine sun till they see that they 
are going to be either killed or cap* 
tured, they will put up their hands 
and call, "Mercie, Kamerad." Some of 
them will hold up one hand a»d keep 
on firing with the other. 
"Sherman did not know anything 


about war. He should have been In

DID HIS PART. 


"I could write all day and then not 


tell you half what I have seen and 
there are men who can tell five times 
more than I can for I am classed as 
a non-combatant; that Is a man who 
does no fighting. But I tried to do 
ray part Just the same taking up 
food to the front and that Is some 
job too, for old Frltzle surely does 
enjoy shelling those roads to keep 
you from.comlng up with the rations. 


"We left the base one afternoon at 


2 o'clock and did not get back until 
noon the next day. H» was shelling 
so we could not get back."

"In his next letter he says, he Is 
still In the Hospital. He says: "When 
a fellow Is at the front, he hasen't 
time to do anything and if he did he 
couldn't for dodging shells.

They sent me to

cause I had a bad cold, but at any 
rate I stayed with them till the last 
day.

The system Includes 
the making of an Inventory at the be- 
ginning of the year of the farm prop- 
erty and recording the Items bought 
unfl sold In connection with the farm 
business. 


Particular attention is called to the 


faot that farmers should differentiate 
between the farm expenses and living 
expenses, for the farm expenses and 
receipts and other items of farm busi- 
ness are the only ones which it Is 
Intended to carrv In these accounts. 
At the close of the year another In- 
ventory should be made and *y a 
summary of the Information contain- 
ed In the inventory, expense accounts, 
sales and receipts, the actual profits 
r>r loss of the j ear's business may be 
determined.

The summary of the year's business 


shows among other things, six import- 
ant Items which usually determine 
the operator's
